In its fiftieth anniversary issue (Jan- 
uary 1, 1955) The Booklist reviewed its 
half-century of growth and development, 
and pledged its continuing efforts to 
“maintain and improve The Booklist as a 
reliable and indispensable aid to book 
selection, a publication by and for librar- 
ians.” At the same time, and in the same 
spirit, the Subscription Books Bulletin was 
celebrating 25 years of equally distin- 
guished service as a buying guide to sub- 
scription and reference books. In evidence 
of their common desire to improve their 
services to you, these complementary 
A L A. aids to book selection have come 
bined publication, beginning with this 
issue, under the title: The Booklist and 
Subscription Books Bulletin. 

The decision to combine was made in 
this way: when it was proposed that the 
two publications be merged, the question 
was referred to you, the subscribers. A 
post-card questionnaire was sent to one 
out of every ten of you; of those who re- 
sponded 80 per cent favored a merger, and 
many of you added the proviso that the 
new publication should maintain the qual- 
ity and scope for which both The Booklist 
and the Subscription Books Bulletin were 
noted in their respective fields. Interpret- 
ing your response as an endorsement of 
the merger and of the established aims 
policies, and procedures of both publica- 
tions, the A.L.A. Executive Board, in ses- 
sion at the Miami Beach Conference, 
voted to merge the two periodicals 

By linking the two titles together the 
new publication signifies its intention of 
retaining the different but compatible aims 
and procedures responsible for the unique- 
ness of each of the former publications. A 
review of these aims and procedures is in 
order here 

The Booklist, published semimonthly, is 
still as its founders designed it in 1905, a 
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selective list of briefly annotated current 
books. Since the emphasis is on currency 
and selectiveness, The Booklist does not 
hold books for comparison with others on 
the same subject, nor does it attempt to 
make of each issue a balanced list. 
Publishers send their books automati- 
cally, as they do to other recognized re- 
view media; The Booklist takes the initia- 
tive only when it wishes to be ‘placed on a 
new publisher’s list, or when the flow of 
books firms is inter- 
rupted. (The Booklist does request gal- 
leys for books it may want to list in ad-

vance of publication date, either because 
they give promise of outstanding quality 
or immediate interest, or because they 
will be in demand on publication date, No 
children’s books are reviewed from gal- 
leys.) 

To aid them in their selection of books 
to be reviewed, The Booklist staff solicit 
through weekly lists the opinions of a 
group of cooperating librarians through- 
the country. These librarians, who 
are engaged in book selection for all age 
groups in libraries of various sizes and 
the books and their 
suitability for library use.

The staff reads and evaluates the books, 
selects the titles to be included, and writes 
the annotations. 

A listing in The Booklist constitutes a

In addition to its major function of 
keeping subscribers informed about cur- 
rent books, The Booklist offers help with 
the purchasing of films, pamphlets, books 
in foreign languages, and government 
publications by means of reviews, articles, 
or bibliographies contributed by librarians 
who work with these special materials. 

The Subscription Books Bulletin, until 
now a quarterly, contains analytical, de- 
tailed reviews of books or sets sold by the 
subscription method, and other reference 
books of a general nature. 

Although the publishing details and the 
correspondence of the Subscription Books 
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Bulletin are handled by an assistant in 
the A.L.A. Publishing Department, the 
reviews themselves are prepared by the 
Subscription Books Committee, a volun- 
tary group of 30 to 35 librarians who work 
with reference books in all types of libra- 
ries, representing many subject interests 
and many geographic areas. 

Unlike The Booklist, the Subscription 
Books Bulletin receives only those books 
which the Committee chairman selects for 
review on the basis of publishers’ an- 
nouncements, inquiries from librarians, 
suggestions from the Committee’s mem- 
bership, and similar sources. A work 
selected is assigned to a single committee 
member, who examines it minutely and 
writes a review covering every important 
feature of the work. This review is sub- 
jected to Committee criticism and to re- 
vision until it represents the judgment of 
the Committee as a whole. 

Every review in the Subscription Books 
Bulletin contains the statement “recom- 
mended” or “not recommended,” frequent- 
ly with qualifications. 

In the new Bogklist and Subscription 
Books Bulletin you will find no change in 
the quality of The Booklist’s annotations 
or the Subscription Books Bulletin’s re- 
views, since there will be no change in the 
procedures outlined above. There will be 
one important difference: it will no longer 
be necessary to hold Subscription Books 
Bulletin reviews for a quarterly publica- 
tion date; instead it will now be possible 
to publish them in the semimonthly issues 
of the combined publication. 

Beginning with this issue the combined 
publication will be sent to all of you who 
have unexpired subscriptions to either 
The Booklist or the Subscription Books 
Bulletin; if you have been subscribing to 
both you will receive two copies. For all 
new subscriptions the price will be $6.00 
per year, formerly the cost of The Booklist 
alone.

Omissions are baffling because of their 
apparent inconsistency. For example, MC, 
Medical Corps, is included, “DC,” Dental 
Corps, is not; imp.bu, Imperial bushel, 
but not “imp gal,” Imperial gallon; ah, 
hypermetropic astigmatism, but not “am,” 
myopic astigmatism; Sc, Strato-cumulus, 


but not “Cc,” Cirro-cumulus, or “Fe,”

The book is attractively bound, blue 
with gold lettering; gutter margins are 
narrower than desirable for rebinding. 


The very small type, undoubtedly chosen 
to keep the book light in weight and easy 
to handle, as well as less expensive, is 
sharp and clear, but it is also exception- 
ally small and trying to the eyes. 
Although this volume is comprehensive 
in its inclusion of many subject fields, and 
undoubtedly brings together into one 
volume much material that would other- 
wise need to be searched out from several 
sources, its usefulness is seriously im- 
paired by the number and gravity of its 
omissions. It is not the definitive work 
represented either by the title or by the 
publisher’s claims. The Complete Diction- 
ary of Abbreviations is recommended only 
as a supplementary source of abbrevia-

Neither the author’s prefatory notes 
nor the publisher’s note in the book speak 
of it as a reference book, but the publicity 
sheet claims that it is “especially valuable 
as an authoritative reference handbook.” 
Nevertheless, as a reference book it has 
shortcomings. In most cases where state- 
ments were checked with other authori- 
ties they were found to be substantially 
correct and accurate enough for the pur- 
poses of the theatergoer and televiewer 
But enough noted to 
make the book a doubtful authority where 
absolute accuracy is required. It is likely

that most of these grew out of typograph- 
ical errors, as is certainly true where one 
author’s dates are given as 1167-1723. For 
example, John Masefield’s birth date is 
given as 1875 while six other authorities 


agree upon 1878 and Eugene O’Neill’s 
dates are given as 1888-1954 although his 
death actually occurred in 1953. Other

The system of cross references leaves 
something to be desired. One must fa- 
miliarize himself with the system in order 
to use the book profitably. Some peculiar- 
ities may be cited. The brief entry Elec- 
trical Installation refers to the longer 
article Installation Methods, but not to 
Wiring System. There is no entry under 
electric wiring, or any cross reference 
from this to the headings used. Wiring 
System refers also to Cable and Installa- 
tion Methods. There are long articles on 
Painting and Decorating, Paperhanging, 
Plastering, but none on plumbing. There 
is an article on Plumber’s Tools, on the 
trade of the Plumber, and a brief note on 
Plumbing Fittings, but the subject of 
plumbing is covered under various head- 
ings such as Drainage, Siphonic Basin, 
Mechanical Core. There is an article 
Woodworking Machinery, but no separate

The print is legible, margins are ample 
for rebinding, and the whole effect is rea- 
sonably attractive. Binding is red cloth 
with black and gold stamping on the spine. 

The head- 
ings at the top of the columns are in small 
bold-faced capitals. 

There is a real need for more reference 
books on the building trades. It is unfor- 
tunate for American users that this one 
was written for British readers. Although 
not the ideal one-volume encyclopedia, 
it contains much information for its size, 
but only the experienced architect or 
builder can judge accurately how much of 
this is up to date by American standards 
and applicable to our practices. The work 
is valuable, of course, as a source of Brit- 
ish information. The Modern Building 
Encyclopaedia is recommended for tech- 
nical libraries, reference libraries, and for 
specialists who can use it with discrimina- 
tion. Its usefulness for general readers, 
less experienced technicians, and stu- 
dents, however, is limited.
